At the service of worship last 
Lord's Day morning, we looked at 
the petition "Give us this day our 
daily bread." 

Undoubtedly, you have heard the* 
age-old -controversy waging as to 
whether we s ought to pray for 
material benefits, or limit our peti- 
tions to spiritual requirements. 
Actually, there need be no debate 
upon the matter, for Jesus settled 
it both by His words and His ex- 
ample. The conclusive example is 
found in the incident recorded in 
Mark's Gospel, the sixth chapter. 

Jesus was weary. He had been 

teaching and healing from morning 
until set of sun, day after day. His 
disciples had been away on a' 
special preaching mission, aitd al- 
though happy, they too were : .tired. 
So Jesus said to them, ."Couie" jne 
yourselves apart into a desert 
place, and rest a while." But there 
was no rest for them that day. 
The multitude saw them depart in 
a ship, and outran them to the 
other side of the lake. * Jesus see- 
ing them had compassion on them, 
for they were as sheep without a 
shepherd, so he taught them until 
the day was far spent. The dis- 
ciples began to feel the pangs of 
hunger, and besonght their Lord to 
send the multitude away that they 
might buy bread. But Jesus said. 
"Give ye them to eat." And He 
took the five loaves and two fi she? 
at His disposal, and multiplied 
I hem to satisfy the five thousand 
who had comprised His eongrega- 
tion. Thus Ife proved that His in- 
terest in them included their phys- 
ical needs as well as the spiritual. 
In this prayer that Jesus taught 
His followers, it is interesting to 
note that the very first personal 
petition He places on their lips is 
the prayer for daily food. No fur- 
ther discussion is needed. Jesus 
fed nfiipW'. He- also taught them 
to pray for their food. 

"(rIVK us our bread" the petition 
asks. Jesus reminded them, and 

reminds us that if God does not 
GIVE us our food, we will not be 
fed. This is the lesson of depend- 
ance upon God. riven wealth can 
not bny bread if God withnolds it. 
"We plough the fields and scatter 
(the good seed on the land; but it 
is fed and watered by God's Al- 
mighty hand." In time of famine. 



the man of wealth is as poor as the 
day labourer. Rich and poor alike 
are dependant upon God for daily 
food. And if some have more than 
they need, let them be careful how 
they use it, for they are stewards 
of God's bounty. 

"Give us THIS DAY, our bread." 
Notice that Jesus did not teach His 
disciples to pray for horses and 
carriages, nor for barns full of 
food. He instructed them to look 
daily to Him for their require- 
ments, as do the birds of the air. 
Daily dependence produces unflag- 
ging grace and faith. How often 

we find that the truest Christians 
are those who day by day must 
look to God for their needs! They 
are poor in the coinage of earth, 

but they are amassing treasure In 

heaven. 

OUR daily bread," 
Ask yourself, is your 
a little more selfish 
"Lord, give ME my 
daily bread, and my family."* Jesus 
would teach us brotherhood. The 
employer who sincerely offers up 
this' prayer cannot pay his em- 
ployee less than a fair wage.

FATS AND OILS IN CANADA 

Production of fats aud oils in 
Canada, exclusive of butter, ap- 
proximates three hundred million 
pounds per year. In spite of thl9, 
the annual deficiency of animal, 
fish, and vegetable oils is some 
two, hundred million pounds. To 
meet this deficiency we ■ normally 
Import, but war In the Pacific has 
shut off vital sources. We must 
now conserve our reserves and in- 
crease domestic production 
through salvage of household fata 
and greases, increased recoveries 
from manufacturing and increased 
cultivation of flax seed, soy beans, 
etc. ! " 

Fats and oils are vitally needed 
for lubrication, and manufacture of 
paint and varnish, soap, wool, cot- 
ton and rayon textiles, dying, tan- 
ning, printing, linoleum, rubber, 
flavouring extracts, domestic short- 
ening, edible salad oils and prep- 
aration of many foodstuffs. In ad- 
dition, glycerine which is used for 
explosives, is obtained from fats. 

In Canada and United States the 
situation is serious, and in Eng- 
land even more so. Early prospects 
are that fats and oils resources in 
Canada aud United States will be : of the board of governors and as- 
pooled to maintain British supplies sociale headmaster, 
and provide for war industries and 
essential civilian use. 

Further stimulation of ever) 
available source of supply is 
uecessary. Waste household fats 
and grease are very necessary to 
help relieve the shortage. If you

Warden Earl Toole was Friday 
empowered by York County Coun- 
cil to appoint a "fairly representa- 
tive" committee to make "any In- 
vestigations they see fit into the 
operations of -the Toronto and York 
Roado Commission." They will also 
conduct an investigation into the 
redistribution of county roads to 
municipalities and the 'Province 
and will report their findings In 
both cases to Council at its June 
session. 

The resolution empowering the 
warden to take such action was 
moved by Reeve W. A. Armstropg 
of Etobicoke, chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee, and was without 
a dissenting vote following a 
lengthy discussion of the Roads 
Commission's $112,000 overexpendi- 
ture of last year's budget. 

Reeve F. J. MacRae. who de3 
cribed as "surprising" the "lone 
battle I have been forced to wage 
in an effort to get to the bottom of 
this great splurge of spending," al- 
lowed his notice of motion request- 
ing the dismissal of the two York 
County Roads Commissioners to be 
set aside pending the report of the 
special ' investigating committee. 
The county's representatives to 
the commission are G. Ellerby 
Farr and J. Ray Price. 

"Where Did the Money Go?" 
"Council has apparently had a 
hard time realizing that the over- 
expenditure was almost as great as 
the amount originally allotted the 
Toronto and York Roads Commis- 
sion in their 1941 budget and that 
the commissioners have been at a 
loss to explain where all of the 
money was spent. The amount of 
work that was done by contract 
and other than contract totals only 
?209.000 and the total ,1941 expend- 
iture of the Roads Commission was 
$549,000. I 

"Where did the rest of the money 
go? Admittedly some of it was 
spent on day labor and snow plow- 
ing and sanding, but surely those 
things did not cost $340,000. We 
must have a breakdown of all the 
accounts of the Roads Commission 
to determine where the money 
was spent. 

"The only excuse yet offered to 
us for the overexpenditure has 
been the bad condition of the roads 
caused by weather conditions. I'm 
not quite sure that it was only the 
break-up of the roads that caused 
it,

M.O.H. APPEALS TO PARENTS 

TO HAVE CHILDREN 

TOXOIDED 

j The way in which teachers, par- 
ents and children have responded 
to the call for immunization 
against diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
whooping cough and small pox, is 
a great tribute to their Intelligence: 
■ Of all the toxoid-preventable di- 
seases, diphtheria comes first be- 
cause it lurks where least suspect- 
ed by parent or physician, and its 
presence is only found when the 
child has passed, to a stage where 
the autitoxine, even in huge doses, 
has no effect.' 

Sixty years . ago, when your 
M.O.H. was only a small boy in 
'town attending the old brown 
school on- the hill where Alexander 
jMuir taught, diphtheria was * a 
'deadly plague, and many whole 
families were wiped out by this 
deadly disease. Children would 
come down sick with it and die In 
24 or 4S hours, and doctors were! 
powerless to save them. 1 

Because we have been practical- 
ly free from diphtheria for some 
years, and because of the wonder- 
ful discovery of diphtheria autitox- 
ine, a whole lot of people have be. 
come careless and are inclined to 
neglect this new prevention of the 
disease, called' toxoiding. This tox- 
oiding is universally acknowledged 
by doctors, scientists and parents 
to be simple, safe and sure. ' : 

In spite of the fact that the 
Board Of Health has held different 

toxoid clinics in the town schools, 
the last of which being late In 
1941 when there were about 15u 
done, there are Still a large num- 
ber of children not done. ' I 
At the present time there is 
quite a scare in Toronto where 
there is an epidemic. There are 
many thousands of children there 
that have not been immunized, 
they claim, due to apathy and ig- 
norance, i 

When this immunization is so 
important, and there is so little 
possibility of harm from it. the 
only way of having it done would 
be by making it compulsory by 
Provincial mandate. At present 
toxoiding Is optional with the par 
enls, and their written consent 
must be obtained before It can be 
done.
